REPORT OF LIBRARIAN. 
(For the Year ending January 31, 1918.) 


To the Board of Trustees: 

I am pleased to report that people have taken greater 
interest in the library this last year, as there has been three 
thousand four hundred ninety-five (3,495) books taken out, 
showing an increase from last year of about a thousand. 
Fifty three books have been bought for the library and 
eight presented, two by George Allbee of Bow and four by 
Warren Tucker. Seven books of New Hampshire annual 
reports and two of Laws have been sent. Twelve volumes 
_ of Messages and Papers of the Presidents were also pre- 

sented to the library. This makes a total of one thousand 
seven hundred thirty seven books. Two dollars and thirty 
cents have been taken in fines. I would like to call atten- 
tion to the official war bulletins and pamphlets on the con- 
servation of food which have been sent to us and may be 
found on the reading table.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


The school year has been shorter this year than was 
planned, owing to the bad roads and severe weather 
which prevailed during the winter term. 

The spring and fall term were each eleven weeks. 

The school in the Moxtalona district was open during 
the spring term only, there were so few pupils attend- 
ing; four that were expected to attend moved to Man- 
chester the day before school opened. For the fall and 
winter terms the pupils in this district have been trans- 
ported to the Wood Hill school, Bow. 

The winter term has been very much broken up, ow- 
ing to the hard traveling and the severe weather. Burn- 
ham Hill school has kept but five weeks, the Center 
school eight weeks, and the North Dunbarton school 
seven weeks. 

If conditions permit, the time lost this term will be made 
up during the next school year. 

There has been considerable change in the teaching 
force uring the year. Miss Putney taught in the Monta- 
lona school during the spring term, Miss Le Bonte at the 
Center, Miss Story at Burnham Hill, and Miss Shirlie 
Whipple at North Dunbarton. \ 

_ For the fall term it was necessary to engage an entire 

new staff of teachers. Miss Doris M. Clark, a eraduate 
of the State Normal school, was: secured for the Center 
school; Miss Florence Nichols, a graduate of the Hop- 
kinton High school, for the Burnham Hill school, and 
Miss Sarah Ames, a resident of Dunbarton, for the North 
Dunbarton school. Miss Nichols retired at the close of 
the fall term on account of sickness in her home, and 
Miss Annie Doherty, a graduate of the Nashua High 
school, was engaged in her place for the winter term. 
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Owing to the close of the Montalona school for two 
terms and the short winter term, also to the fact that the 
reiund from the state on account of the superintendent’s 
salary for 1916-17 was not turned over to the district 
treasurer until this year, the balance left in the treasurer’s 
hands is abnormally large. It occurs, however, at a most 
opportune time, as owing to an amendment to the Pub- 
lic Statutes made last year, “thé fiscal year of town and 
special school districts beginning Feb. 16,’ 1917, shall 
end August 31, 1918, and thereafter the fiscal and the 
scholastic year shall end August 31 annually;” therefore 
this year the district will be called upon to appropriate. 
money enough to carry the schools through an additional 
term. | 
The attention of the district is called to the superin- 
tendent’s report. ;

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Dunbarton: 


I hereby submit my second report as superintendent of 


schools. 
GENERAL REMARKS. 


I am glad to report that the efforts begun last year to 
reorganize and systematize the schools has met with better 
success in a short time than | anticipated. While the grad- 
ing is by no means yet perfect, | am satished from my 


observation of the work being done by the pupils in the - 


different schools that the largest per cent of them are now 
in the grades where they belong. This means that the 
reorganization is nearly completed; that a fourth grade 
pupil from Burnham Hill, going to the Centre or Page’s 
Corner would find that he could be in the fourth grade 
there and go on with the work without loss of time or 
_ repetition of work he has before done. 

The systematizing of the work is not so easy and can not 
be done so quickly. By this I mean, the plan of having the 
different schools do the same kind of work, though not in 
the same way necessarily. This probably can not be done 
until all the schools have trained teachers. While all the 
schools are using the same course of study, and all the 
pupils in any one grade are working upon practically the 
same subjects, yet the difference in teachers will make a 
great difference in the kind of work done, as well as in the 
manner of doing it. 

Any attempt made to get the same kind of work ape in 
all the schools will depend in large measure upon the ability 
of the teacher to carry into effect plans and suggestions. 
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On the whole I am pleased with the progress made thus 

far in this attempt at systematization, though not satisfied. 
The teachers this past year have done their part well toward 
giving the town of Dunbarton better schools. It is unfor- 
tunate that, because of illness at home, it was necessary to 
make a change of teachers at Burnham Hill. 
It is the first three or four grades to which I would 
especially call your attention if you would see the progress 
and improvement made in your schools in the past year and 
a half. Here you will see that a good foundation has been 
laid and is being built upon for a stronger structure in the 
future. Here you will find in many cases better ability to 
reproduce the thought of the printed page than you will 
find in the sixth, seventh and eighth grades. You will find 
also that many of these children read with better expres- 
sion and understanding than many in the upper grades. 

All this means that we will have better scholars later in 
all grades than we now have, for they are starting right. 
This means better schools. I am convinced that a good 
foundation has been laid for improved schools and I con- 
fidently invite your inspection of the lower grades as proof 
of my conviction. If improvement has been made there, 
as | am sure it has, we may confidently look to the near 
future for a general improvement that shall be permanent. 

The lack of sufficient books for doing the work required 
by the state course is a hindrance to me and the teachers 
in giving the boys and girls all that they should get from 
their school life. I realize the extra burden that is coming 
to the taxpayers this year and do not feel that we should 
ask them to increase this appropriation, great as is the 
need, before another year. I hope, however, that we may 
together be able to plan in such a way that we may secure 
some additional material for the teachers to work with that 
shall bring profit to the scholars. 

One very interesting thing that the children in and above 
the fourth grade have been doing in all the schools as a 
part of their geography work has been the making of a 
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booklet on the town of Dunbarton. Maps have peed askin 
showing the shape and boundaries of the town, the streets 
and location of public buildings, stores, ete. A general 
description of the town has been given and pictures of — 
various places in town inserted. I wish that opportunity 
might be given the townspeople to see how well these book- 
lets have been done and how much the pupil has found — 
out about his own town while doing ‘it. 
We have tried in various ways to impress upon the boys — y 
and girls that in the conflict of nations they have a part 
to do. They have helped in Red Cross work;-they are in- 
teersted in the Thrift Stamp Savings plan; thirty-one of 
them planted gardens and cared for them througn the sum- 
mer and raised produce valued at $67. It is hoped this year 
to further interest them in this work, and parents are urged 
to encourage their children in it. 


- 


ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance this year thus far has been a decided 
improvement over that of last year, but still is very unsatis- . 
factory, and far from what it should be. The very rough, o 
cold winter and bad traveling of course have not been 
very favorable to regular attendance and in many cases, no 
doubt, absences have been justifiable and excusable. With 
an average membership of 51.7 pupils in all schools last 
year, we had a daily average attendance of but 45.45. This 
means that every day there were more than six pupils absent 
from our schools. This poor attendance keeps the town ~ 
from sharing in state aid and it ought to be remedied if 
possible. 


GRADUATION. 
The first gramamr school graduating exercises in Dun- 


barton were held at the town hall on the evening of June a 
21, 1917. There were four graduates who delivered 
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original parts. The hall was filled with an interested audi- 
ence, who expressed great pleasure in listening to the first 
graduating class. Diplomas were presented to Ruth Hesel- 
ton, Helen Barnard, Clyde Murphy and Henry Murray. 


CONCLUSION. 


In closing this report I wish to’ give due credit to the 
faithful and conscientious teachers who have worked so in- 
terestedly for the success of the schools, and who have taken 
such personal interest in the welfare of the children under 
their charge. They have done good work and I am confi- 
dent that the end of the school year will see most excellent 
results accomplished. 

The harmony that has characterized all the work of the 
school board and myself in our business relations has been 
very pleasant and much appreciated.
